Claims 1, 2, and 4-8 are allowed primarily because the references of record, singly or in 
combination cannot anticipate or render obvious the following limitations: whereby the height of 
a Schottky barrier is controlled in the range of 1 .0 to 1 .3 cV while maintaining an n-factor at a 
value of 1.05 or lower.
